ducted a p o rtrait gallery at W in ­ 
chester for four or five years 
prior to the civil war. 
Lincoln 
was an occasional visitor a t th e 
studio at the county seat of Scott 
county, and at times visited Mr, 
Caram in his tudio. 
In 1860 Mr. 
Carom com pleted 
the 
pain tin g 
here m entioned, but w h eth e r it 
was begun in the same year th e re 
is no way now of ascertaining, as 
Col. Cam rn died 22 years ago at 
the hom e of his 
son, 
W illiam 
Caram, Jr., at Hazon, A rk., who 
cam e into possession of th e L in­ 
coln painting through th e resi­ 
dence of hts father with him in 
th e last few years of Col. Carom s 
life, and the picture has alw ays 
rem ained in possession of this son 
until it was sent to his brother, 
E rnest C. Carom, at W hite Hall. 
It has been locally known for sev­ 
eral m onths that such a p ictu re 
was in existence, and those e n ­ 
gaged in 
W hite Hall historical
